A petition asking for a re-hearing 


of the gas rate increase eases of the 


Peoples Natural Gas company and 


the Central Fuel company was mail­ 


ed to the Public service Commission 


this afternoon 
by 
Kiplingor 
and 


Smith, 
representing 
the 
City 
of 


Rushville. 


The same reasons are set forth in 
both cases. 
Ten causes are 
given 
why the city should have a re-hear­ 
ing. 
For the most part the city al­ 
leges that the act of the commission, 
was unconstitutional. 
The petition 
for a re-hearing will in no manner 
effect the injunction suits to he tiled 
here against both the gas compan­ 
ies and the Public Service Commis­ 
sion. 


The suits to he tiled here will be to 
enjoin the gas companies and the 
one against the commission will be 
to test the law which authorized and 
empowered the commission' in 
the 
stale of Indiana. 


It is set out in the petition for a 
re-hearing that the order 
is 
con­ 
trary to law in that it violates Sec­ 
tion 10, Article 1 of the federal con­ 
stitution. 
This section of the feder­ 
al constitution has to deal with im­ 
paling the right of contracts. 
A n­ 
other reason assigned why the city 
should have a 
re-hearing 
is 
that 
Section 1. Article 14 of the amend­ 
ments to the federal constitution is 
violated with the order of the com­ 
mission authorizing the gas rate in­ 
crease. 


It is further alleged that the order 
giving the gas companies 
an 
in­ 
crease in rates i-. a violation of Sec­ 
tion 24, Article 1 of the constitution 
of the state of Indiana. 
It is also 
alleged to be a violation of Sections 
21 and 23 of the Indiana constitu­ 
tion. 
It is pointed out to the com­ 
mission that the gas companies here 
were 
operating 
under a franchise 
granted pursuant to ordinance pass­ 
ed by the city and the right of the 
commission to take away this fran­ 
chise is questioned. 


The petition, it was stated, would 
likely receive 
little 
encouragement 
at the hand of the commission as 
the very life of the commission is 
attacked. 
The petition claims that 
the commission was wholly without 
power to permit the gas companies 
to raise their rates because chapter 
<0 of the Acts of 101.5 is unconsti­ 
tutional. 
It was in the acts of 1913 
that the Public Service Commission 
created. 
In declaring that the act 
was unconstitutional it 
is 
pointed 
out that the federal constitution is 
violated; that the state constitution 
is violated, and that the rate granted 
by t he commission is excessive.

Born in England. He Came to United 


States in 1842, Not Locating 


Here Until After War. 


Edward Young, age 
seventy-five 
years, veteran <*f the civil war and 
one-time prominent business man of 
Rushville, died at his home at 330 


West Seventh street this afternoon 
about three o’clock, 
lie took >i<k 
after appearing with 
the 
Knights 
Templar at the annual Easter ser­ 
vices a week ago last Sunday and 
for the last several days his con­ 
dition h a s been critical. 


Mr. Young was horn in Yorkshire, 
England, December 
12, 1839. 
He 
w a s the second of eleven children 
born to Henry and Eleanor Young. 
Before Mr. Young was three y e a r s 
old his parents came t « » this country, 
first locating near Wilmington, Del., 
ultimately settling in Franklin coun­ 
ty in 1852. 
Eight years later Edward went t«> 
Douglas county. III., where he en­ 
gaged in farming. 
On July 23, 1861 
he enlisted in Go. F, 18th Regiment. 
Indiana volunteers, and served with 
such credit that he was 
promoted 
several times and was acting regi­ 
mental 
quarter-master, 
when dis­ 
charged April 28, 1065. 
Mr. Young served with distinction 
during the war. 
He enlisted as a 
private, but in Ju ly 1862, a year a f­ 
ter he had entered the war, he was 
promoted to corporal of his com­ 
pany. 
In February, 1863, he was 
promoted to sergeant, and in August, 
1864. lie was 
commissioned 
first 
lieutenant and was given command 
of companies A. F. and 1). of his reg­ 
iment. 
He continued in 
command 
until May. 1865, when he was de­ 
tailed as acting regimental quarter­ 
master. 
He participated in twenty-two dis­ 
tinct engagements, and at different 
times was entrusted with the per­ 
formance of 
duties 
requiring the 
highest degree of courage and loyal­ 
ty. 
In May, 1865, while first lieuten­ 
ant, he was detailed with fifty men 
to hoist the s t a r s and stripes on the 
old arsenal at Sand Hill, near Au­ 
gusta, Georgia. 
At one time during the latter part 
of the war he had the distinction of 
having in his charge as prisoners the 
distinquished Jefferson 
Davis, Mrs. 
Stevens, A. II. Stevens and a man 
named Reagan, who 
later 
became 
senator from 
Texas. 
Mr. Young’s 
father and two of his brothers also 
served in the Union army. 
After the war he went to Frank­ 
lin county, but located here in March 
1878. 
He entered the elevator b u s i ­ 
ness and became president of the 
Gem Flouring Mill Company, 
Mr. 
Young was a member of the Chris­ 
tian church, Masonic and K. of 1’. 
lodges 
and 
the G. A. R. 
He was 
twice trustee of 
Posey 
township, 
Franklin 
county, 
and 
once 
city 
councilman from the third ward here. 
He was a Republican. 
He is survived by his widow and 
several brothers 
and 
sisters. 
The 
funeral will be held Tuesday after­ 
noon at two o’clock and the Knights 
Templar will officiate.

VIEWPOINT COMPREHENSIVE 


Took Active Part in

Dr. John G. Lewis, 
a prominent 
physician, died last night at 9:45 
o'clock at his home in North Jackson 
street following an illness of about 
a week with pneumonia.

Leroy Brown, a colored

Richmond, won the annual contest 
ot the Sixth District High

was generally eoneeeded to be by far 
the lw‘"t of the three entrants and it 
did not require much time for the 
.judge to reach a decision. 


Theodore Miller, representative of 
the Charlottesville high school, was 
placed second and Bryan C. Wilson 
of the Newcastle high school 
was 
third. 
By winning last night, 
the 
Richmond candidate gained the right 
to represent the sixth congressional 
district at the state discussion con­ 
test which will la* held at Blooming­ 
ton under the auspices of 
Indiana 
university. 


The subject the debaters discuss­ 
ed last night was: “ How May We Se­ 
cure Greater Economic and Admin­ 
istrative Efficiency in County Gov­ 
ernment.” 
There wasn’t much ques­ 
tion, hut that the winner took a more 
comprehensive viewpoint of the sub­ 
ject. 
Bryan Wilson 
appeared 
to 
have a chance, hut for the fact that 
lie confined his discussion entirely to 
the good road question. 


Theodore 
Miller 
spoke 
first. 
He thought substitution of the short 
ballot, the alternation of 
elections, 
giving a head to county government 
and eliminating party 
lines 
would 
bring about 
better 
administration 
and more economy in county gov­ 
ernment. 
He declared that the short 
ballot was not hailed as magic, hut 
that it would correct many of the 
evils of present county governments. 
He thought that elections should 
he alternated so only a few offices 
would he submitted each time. 
The 
Charlottesville contestant 
reasoned 
that voting the straight ticket was 
one of the primary causes for weak 
men in office, 
lie asserted that the 
man who votes the straight ticket is 
not a good citizen. As an encour­ 
agement to vote a mixed ticket, lie 
advised that the candidates not be 
arranged under the head of parties. 
He explored the f a c t that while the 
nation and state has an executive 
head, the county has none. 
He de­ 
clared that the county government 
was 
never 
organized, 
hut 
just 
‘growed. 
Mr Miller 
concluded 
by 
briefly mentioning the merit system 
in county offices as a means of bet­ 
tering the administration of county 
affairs. 


Bryan G. Wilson lay at the door of 
the present system of county road 
maintenance the blame for the lack 
of efficiency in county government. 
He said that in his own county of 
Henry $11.500 in salaries had been 
paid out in one year to road officials. 
He decried the fact that there are 
two purchasing systems and cited 
that such conditions did not exist in 
private businesses. 
He asserted the 
purchase of road machinery involv­ 
ed too great an expenditure for the 
results which were obtained, calling 
attention to the fact that the aver­ 
age road machinery rusts out, not 
wears out. 
The Newcastle 
candidate 
closed 
by advocating a county highway en­ 
gineer, who, fie said, would save the 
county thousands of dolalrs a year. 
He also proposed a law to do away 
with township road supervisor, 
hut 
still retain the township road tax,

Southern Cities in Indiana Making 


Warm Fight to Take it Directly 


South From Indianapolis. 


Since Cincinnati is making such a 
stalwart effort to deflect the course 
of proposed highway from southern 
Indiana 
to 
southeastern 
Indiana, 
Rushville men who received commu­ 
nications from Cincinnati and who 
have pome in touch with the situa­ 
tion feel that some action should be 
taken to let the highway commis­ 
sioners know that Rushville is with 
Cincinnati in this effort, and that the 
Rush County Chamber of Commerce 
should he the medium of expression. 
Cities in 
southern 
Indiana 
are 
hard at work to see that the high­ 
way takes a direct course from In­ 
dianapolis to Louisville. The Cincin­ 
nati Chamber of Commerce 
wrote 
here some time ago to interest Rush­ 
ville commercial bodies in its effort 
to change the course to the scenic 
part of Indiana. 


The proper method to he pursued, 
it is believed by many, would be to 
send representatives from Rushville 
when the 
highway 
commissioners 
hold their next meeting. 
Cincinnati 
will be represented, as 
will 
other 
cities which would he benefited by 
tile route coming 
through 
south­ 
eastern Indiana. 


Governor Ralston 
yesterday

sued a statement defending his po­

Mayor Donn M. Roberts, Circuit 
Judge Eli Redman, two of the con­ 
victed Terre Haute election conspir­ 
ators. were considerably less hope­ 
ful today over the prospects of pro­ 
viding bond and deferring their trip 
to Leavenworth 
When 
Crawford 
Fairbanks left this city late yester­ 
day, their chances dimmed. 
Judge 
A. B. Anderson announced 
today 
that he would he in Chicago Monday

public laws have been placed upon 
the statute books by the Democrats 
since they came into power.

ent in the clothes, and entomology 
peeialists in the United States De­ 
partment of 
Agriculture 
therefore 
recommend a thorough heating .-¡tak­ 
ing and brushing of all articles like- 
y to attract moths, before they are 
laid away tor 
the 
summer. 
The 
brushing of garments is especially 
important in order to remove eggs 
which may have escaped notice. 
If 
the articles are quite free from eggs 
or larvae when laid away, the odor 
from tiie various repellents already 
mentioned or from cedar che.-ts and 
wardrobes will serve to 
keep 
the 
moths away. 
This odor, however, 
lessen* with age, >o that the protec­ 
tion it affords is greatly decreased 
after a few years. 
For this reason 
when furs and other valuable g a r­ 
ments are wrapped in tarred 
paper 
or placed in sacks of tarred paper 
these containers should be renewed 
every year or two. 


In general moths are likely to a f ­ 
fect only articles 
which 
are 
put 
away and left undisturbed for some 
little time. 
Apartments and closets 
that are frequently aired and swept 
are not apt to he seriously affected. 
In fact airing and Sunlight are prob­ 
ably the best as well as the oldest 
remedies. 
^ here circumstances de­ 
mand that the articles be put away, 
however, a convenient and effective 
device is to place them in large paste 
board boxes such as tailors u*c and 
gum a strip 
of 
wrapping 
paper 
around the edge so as to seal tip the 
box completely and leave no cracks.

Europe Surgeon Rupert of the Unit­ 
ed States public service said today. 
Until then, the danger of the spread 
to the United States of any of the 
epidemics now afflicting some of the 
war-ridden lands is small. 


“Servia and other southern Euro­ 
pean countries,” said Dr. Blue, “are 
being scourged by typhus, hut the 
immigration irom those countries, of 
course, is at a standstill 
now and 
since only the immigrants themselves 
could bring the disease here, we have 
little to fear. 
Typhus, an epidemic 
ot which usually results 
in 
many 
deaths, is communicated entirely by 
vermin. 
It is worst in cold weather, 
when most clothing and bed covering 
are used. 
The European epidemic 
should subside with warm weather. 


“The conditions under which the 
Servians and the others have been 
fighting has rendered italmost im­ 
possible for them to combat the dis­ 
ease. Baths, necessarily, are few and 
ta r between. 
1 was told a few dav 
ago by a friend just from 
France 
that soldiers frequently came into 
the hospitals who had not had their 
shoes off for months, so that they 
had to he cut from their w earer- 
teet. The soldiers simply had 
not 
been able to leave the 
trenches kind 
•enough to take care of the^uselv$s. 
Conditions 
like these 
make 
tin 
spread of typhus very rapid. 
“We can guard against it here bv 
quarantining newcomers 
until 
tliev 
have been put through a purifying 
process including bathing, shaving, 
their heads and anointing. 
Women, 
of course, will not permit their heads 
to be shaved and

germicide is necessary to make sure 
they do not bring typhus bearers in­ 
to the country. 
“Cholera is apt to spread more in 
Europe with summer’s return.

ot our agents in foreign ports to in- 
speet the emigrants.

Holds Druggists Can't be Prose­ 


cuted Under “Blind Tiger" Act 


0URT 
OVERRULES 
ITSELF 


t is Declared Prosecution Against 


Drug Stores Must be on Some 


Certain Sale 


The state supreme court has just 
leld tli&t a licen sed drug g ist can n ot 
5e con v icted of illeg al sale* of in tof- 
icatin g liquors 
un der 
the 
“blin d 
tig er” act. 
In reachin g such decis­ 
ion the court ov erruled an earlier 
decision affirmin g the Clin ton cir­ 
cuit court in con v ictin g D. W. Rig - 
rish of keepin g a “blin g tig er," an d 
’or which he serv ed a term in jail 
after the affirman ce of his con v ic­ 
tion Nov ember 20, 19 12. 
Tbe opin ­ 
ion was written by Judg e Doug las 
Morris of this city . 
The court m its decision poin ts to 
the wordin g of the statute an d say s 
5y it4 plain prov ision s licen sed drug ­ 
g ists ure n ot within the prov ision s of 
the act, an d that the matter was n ot 
presen ted in the Rig rish appeal an d 
for that reason was ov erlooked 
by 
the court but bein g presen ted at this 
time the court will con strue an d de­ 
cide the law as it is, reg ardless of 
the former decision . 
The case in which the decision is 
made is the appeal of William E Me- 
Doug al from a judg men t of the Ran ­ 
dolph circuit court eouv ictin g him of 
run n in g an un lawful place for the 
salcof liquor un der the ‘ffilin d tig er’ 
act. 
Ou his defen se MeDoug al of­ 
fered in ev iden ce the fact that 
he 
was a licen sed drug g ist, which ev i­ 
den ce the court ex cluded as in com­ 
peten t an d n o defen se to the prose­ 
cution . 
On this refusal to admit the 
ev iden ce, Mr. MeDoug al rested his 
appeal av errin g he had n ot had a 
proper trial. Tbe attorn ey s for Mc- 
Doug al called tbe supreme court’s 
atten tion to the wordin g 
of 
the 
statute, which, after settin g forth 
what should con stitute the offen se 
an d the pen ulties is followed by the 
followin g prov iso: 
“Prov ided. 
That n on e of the pro­ 


v ision s of this act shall apply to 
an y person fin n or corporation en ­ 
g ag ed as a w holebale dealer 
who 
does n ot sell in less quan tities than 
fiv e g allon s at a time an d prov ided 
that n on e of the prov ision s of this 
section shall apply to an y drug g ist 
or pharmacist who 
is licen sed as 
such by the state board of pharmacy 
Prov ided, further, That a whulesala 
dealer as used in this act shall be 
con strued to mean ," etc. 
The word “prov ided" at the beg in ­ 
n in g of the quotation an d the words, 
“prov iv ed further**” each 
are 
in 
italics, an d each commen ced with a 
capital letter, while all of the prov i­ 
sion s reg ardin g the retail 
drug g ist 
are in ordin ary prin t, the same 
as 
the rest of the statute, without cap­ 
itals, italics, or pun ctuation or other 
matter to attract atten tion without 
readin g ; that it was n ot a part of 
the prov ision s of the statute reg ard­ 
in g wholesale drug g ists, an d a mere 
scan n in g of the statute, with read­ 
in g would n ot disclose its presen ce. 
The court in con struin g the law, 
say s: “The g en eral an d appropriate 
office of u prov iso is to restrain the 
en actin g clause an d ex cept 
some­ 
thin g which would 
otherwiso 
bo 
within it. 
With the wisdom of such 
ex ception s as of leg islation g en eral­ 
ly courts are n ot authorized to deal, 
where the leg islativ e in ten t is un ­ 
equiv ocal. 
“Where such purpose is un certain 
howev er, the reason ablen ess of an 
assumed in terest may be con sidered. 
The lan g uag e of this prov iso to the 
effect that n o prov ision of the sec­ 
tion shall apply 
to 
a 
practically 
foreclose con trov ersy ." 
The court shows that the leg isla­ 
ture has prov ided other prov ision s 
for prosecution s for illeg al sales by 
<Lrug g ii-its, an d say 's that this may 
hav o been the reason why the drug ­ 
g ist was ex cluded from the prov i­ 
sion s of the law*. 
The prosecutin g attorn ey s in the 
“dry " coun ties hav e been in clin ed to 
prosecute drug g ists un der the “blin d 
tig er act" for the reason thut 
it 
g iv es opportun ity to show the n um­ 
ber of sales of in tox ieatiug liquors 
the man n er in which tbo drug store 
is run uud the quan tity of liquor 
han dled an d all of tin * other matters 
which g o to show that it is really 
run as a liquor store in stead of be­ 
in g a drug store in its true sen se. 
When a prosecution is attempted un ­

material difference in the fares in 
some instances less and others more. 
This plan is held to he more equal 
than the present scale because p a s­ 
sengers pay for the distance 
they 
actually ride, at the rate of one cent 
for each half mile. 


The fare one way either in cash 
or with ticket is the same, but 
on 
round trip a few cents will be saved 
by purchasing tickets. 
For example 
the round trip fare in 
cash 
from 
here to Indianapolis will be $1.64, 
whereas eight cents will be saved by 
purchasing a ticket. 
The saving de­ 
creases as the mileage traveled de­ 
creases. 


The fairness of the new method 
may he seen in this one example. Un­ 
der the present rate a passenger to 
Helm’s stop east of here and one to 
the first stop the otherside of Mauzv 
has to pay ten 
cents.

on the night of the shooting Heagle 
came into his place and Coulter or­ 
dered him out. 
On the outside Hea­ 
gle fired a shot, which

wild. 
Later, as 
Coulter 
was 
returning 
from the police station, 
where 
he 
went to summon an officer, he met 
Heagle in a. dark place two or three 
blocks from the police station Coul­ 
ter testified that Heagle lired at him 
and the bullet grazed his neek. Cqiil- 
ter then took out his revolver and 
fired three or 
four 
times. 
Heagle 
went to a physician’s office and was 
arrested, dying later.

The same reasons are set forth in 


both cases. 
Ten causes are 
{riven 


why the city >hould have a re-hear- 
ing. For the most part the city al- 
leges that the act of the commission 
was unconstitutional. 
The petition 


for a re-hearing will in no manner 
effect the injunction suits to be tiled 
here against both tho gas compan- 
ies and the Public Service Commis- 
sion. 


The suits to be filed here will be to 


enjoin the gas companies and the 
one against the commission will lie 
to test the law which authorized and 
empowered ihe 'commission in 
tile 


state of Indiana. 


It is set out in the petition for a 


re-hc:iring that the order 
is 
con- 


trary to law in thai it violates Sec- 
tion 10, Article 1 of the federal con- 
stilniiiin. This section of the feder- 
al constitution has to deal with im- 
paring the right of contracts. 
An- 


other reason assigned why the city 
should have n 
re-hearing: is that 


Section 1. Article 14 of the amend- 
ments to the federal constitution is 
violated witii the order of the com- 
mission authorizing; the gas rale in- 
crease. 


It is further alleged that the order 


giving the gas companies 
an 
in- 


crease in rales is a violation tif Sec- 
lion 24, Article 1 of the const it at ion 
of the state of Indiana. It is also 
alleged to be a violation of Sections 
-1 and 2.'! of the Indiana constitu- 
tion. 
It is pointed out to the com- 


mission (hat. the gas companies here 
were operating- under a franchise 
granted pursuant to ordinance pass- 
ed by the city and the right of the 
commission to lake away this fran- 
chise is questioned. 


The petition, it was stated, would 


likely receive 
little 
encouragement 


at the hand of the commission as 
the very life of the commission is 
attacked. 
The petition claims that 


the commission was wholly without 
power to permit the gas companies 
to raise their rates because chapter 
Tfi of the Acts of lOlJ is unconsti- 
tutional. It was in the acts of lf)l.') 
that the Public Service Commission 
created. 
In declaring that the act 


was unconstitutional it 
is 
pointed 


out that the federal constitution is 
violated: that the state constitution 
is violated, and that the rate granted 
by the commission is excessive.

ultimately settling in Franklin coun- 
y in 1852. 


Eight years later Edward went to 


Douglas county. III., where he en-- 
gaged in farming. On July 2:!. 18G1 


enlisted in Co. F. 18th Regiment. 


Indiana volunteers, and served with 
<ucli credit that he was 
promoted 


several limes and was acting regi- 
iii'iital 
quarter-master, 
when dis- 


•harged April 2S, 10(io. 


Mr. Young served with distinction 


:luring the war. 
He enlisted as a 


irivate. but in July 1S02. a year af- 
er he had entered the war, he was 
iromoted to corporal of his eom- 
lany. 
In February. 18(i:>. he was 


promoted to sergeant, and in August. 


LtS(>4. he was 
commissioned 
first 


ieutenant and was given command 
of companies A. F. and D. of his reg- 
iment, 
lie continued in command 


intil May. ISo'o. when he was de- 
ailed as acting regimental quart cr- 
naster. 


lie participated in twenty-two dis- 


incl engagements, and at different 
lines was entrusted with the per- 
'ormance of 
duties 
requiring the 


highest degree of courage and loyal- 
ly. In May, ISCi'y. while first lieutcn- 
int. lie was detailed with fifty men 
o hoist the stars and stripes on the 
ild arsenal at Sand Hill, near Au- 
rusta. Georgia. 


At one time during ihe latter part 


of ihe war lie had the distinction of 
laving in his charge as prisoners the 
distinquished Jefferson 
Davis. Mrs. 


Stevens, A. II. Stevens and a man 
named Reagan, who 
later 
became 


senator from Texas. 
Mr. Young's 


father and two of his brothers also 
served in the Union army. 


After the war he went to Frank- 


lin county, but located here in March 
1S7S. 
He entered the elevator busi- 


ness and became president of the 
Gem Flouring Mill Company.

Young was a member of the' Chris- 
tian church, Masonic and K. of P. 
lodges and 
the G. A. R. He was 


twice trustee of 
Posey 
township.

The figures show that one out of 


every eight and 
one-half 
Indiana 


citizens . who have died in thep ast 
six years, l'JU<J-l!)14 inclusive, have 
died from consumption iu one or an- 
other of its numerous forms. 
Dur- 


ing that six year period, the total 
number of deaths from all causes iu 
Indiana was 215,4U2. Of this num- 
ber, 125.511 were caused by tuber- 
culosis, an average of 4.251 per year 
This enormous toll of human lives 
gathered by the "white plague'' is 
greater than the loss from typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever, small-pox and 
all other contagious diseases com- 
bined.

The state supreme court has just 


leld that a licensed druggist can not 
36 convicted of illegal sales of intoi- 
cating liquors 
under tbe 
"blind, 


iger" act. In reaching such deoia- 
on the court overruled an eartier- 
decision affirming the Clinton cir- 
cuit court in convicting D. W. RigT 
rish of keeping a "bling tiger," and 
'or which he senred a term in jail 
after the affirmance of his cpnv}c- 
ion November 20, 1912. The opinr 
on wgs written by Judge Douglas 
lorris of this city. 


The court in its decision points to 


he wording of the statute and says 
>y its plain provisions licensed drug- 
gists are not within the provisions of 
he act, and that the matter was not 
>resented in the Rigrish appeal and 
lor that reason was overlooked by 
he court but being presented at this 
ime the court will construe and de- 
cide the law as it is, regardless of 
he former decision. 


Tbe case in which the decision is 


made is the appeal of William E Mc- 
Dougal from a judgment of the Ran- 
dolph circuit court convicting him of 
running an unlawful place for the 
salcof liquor under the "blind tiger" 
act. On his defense McDpugal of- 
fered in evidence the fact that he 
was a licensed druggist, which evi- 
dence the court excluded as incom- 
petent and no defense to the prose- 
cution. On this refusal to admit the 
evidence, Mr. McDougal rested his 
appeal averring he had not" had a 
Jroper trial. The attorneys for Mc- 
Dougal called the supreme court's 
attention to the wording 
of 
the 


statute, which, after setting forth 
what should constitute the offense 


d the penalties is followed by the 


following proviso: 


"Provided. That none of the pro- 


J *$?•-' 


any person firm or'. corporation en- 
gaged as a wholesale dealer 
who 


does not sell in less quantities than 
five gallons at a. time and provided 
that none of the provisions of this 
ection shall apply to any druggist 
r pharmacist who • is licensed as 
uph by the sta.te board of pharmacy 
"rovided,'further, Th,at a whoieeals 
>ealer as used in this act shall be 
onstrued to mean," etc. 


The. word '.'provided" at the begin- 


ning of the quotation and the words, 
'provjved further^' each 
are 
in 


talks, and each commenced with a 
Capital letter, while all of the provi- 
ions regarding the retail 
druggist 


are in ordinary print, the same as 
ho rest of the statute, without cap- 
tals, italics, or punctuation or other 
matter to attract attention without 
eading; that it was not a part of 
he provisions of the statute regard- 
ng wholesale druggists, and a mere 
Manning of the statute, with read- 
ing would not disclose its presence. 


The court in construing the law, 


>ays: "The general and appropriate 
office of a proviso is to restrain the, 
'nacting clause and except 
somo- 


hing wbich would 
otherwise 
bo 


within it. With the wisdom of such 
jxccptions as of legislation gcneral- 
y courts are not authorized to deal, 
where the legisltttjvo intent is un- 
equivocal. 


"Where such purpose is uncertain 


lowcvcr, the reasonableness of an 
assumed interest may bo considered. 
The language of thisr. proviso to the 
iffect that no provision of the sec- 
ion shall apply to a 
practically 


oreclose controversy." 
. The court shows that the legisla- 
ure has provided other provisions 
'or prosecutions for illegal sales by 
druggists, and says that this may 
lavo been tho reason why the drug- 
gist was excluded from the provi- 
sions of tho law. 


The prosecuting attorneys in the 


'dry" counties have been inclined to 
iroseeute druggists under the "blind 
tiger act" for the reason that 
it 


fives opportunity to nhow the num- 
>er of sales of intoxicating liquors 
he manner hi which tho drug store 
s run and tho quantity of liquor 
lundlcd and all of tbj> other matters 
which go to show that it is really 
run as a liquor store instead of bo- 
ng a drug store in its true sense. 
iVhen a prosecution is attempted un-
